W ASHINGTO N, Nov. 14.— The

tive Me Lachlan of California calling 
for a report on army conditions, is re­ 
vealed in reports soon to be filed by 
General Wood, chief of staff, accord­ 
ing to reliable information. 
It is expected the report will be the

The report will assert the army is di­ 
vided into military units so that many 
“ political posts" may he 
garrisoned, 
and it will demand the entire reorgan­ 
ization of the army. 
It will also ask the immediate and 
adequate garrisoning of Llawaii and 
the Panama canal and soon of the Pa­ 
cific Coast. 
It will recommend
